TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) - Tears 
flooded the blue ey es of the tiny 
airline stewardess as she recalled 
the burning man on the runway , 
the moaning of the injured, and 
the young football play ers she’ll 
never see ag ain. 
It took a moment for Mrs. Faith 
Miller of Seattle to reg ain the 
poise she learned to carry during 
her 14 y ears as a stewardess. 
She was among the 26 persons 
who survived the crash of a C46 
plane at Toledo Express Airport 
Saturday nig ht. Twenty-two others 
did not. 
“The fire-fig hter said the man 
on the g round was dead, but I 
didn’t want to believe it,” she said. 
So I picked up a por-table fire ex­ 
ting uisher and put out the flames.” 
Survivors said the 34-year-old 
woman was heroic in her rescue 
work. The 5-foot-2 brunette said 
she couldn’t recall how many pas­ 
seng ers she helped remove or how 
many .times she darted in and out 
of the sheared-off tail 'ection of 
the twin-eng ine plane. 
Her best g uess was that per­ 


haps there were 15 persons she 
assisted from the tilted rear of 
the craft. 
■As long as I knew there were 
people to be helped, I was g oing 
to stay there to help them.” she 
said from her hospital bed. Mrs. 
Miller suffered a minor wrist in­ 
jury , but said she wasn’t even 
aware of this until someone in­ 
sisted she g et into an ambulance. 
Later she was released from the 
hospital. 
Thirty -five of the 48 occupants 
were members of the California 
Poly technic Colleg e football team. 
Authorities said 16 play ers lost 
their lives. 
Mrs. Miller said she had g otten 
to know the athletes well on the 
flig ht from San Luis Obispo, Calif, 
to Toledo. The tears returned and 
her voice trailed off as she said, 
“They were real fine young men 
. . . fine athletes, too.”

Five of them 
were killed: including a father of 
four and star halfback Garry Van 
Horne, whose wife is expecting 
her second child. 
Most of the dead perished in 
the twisted burned wreckag e of 
the chartered aircraft which was 
scattered over the end of a run 
way at the Toledo airport. The 
team was returning to California 
after losing 50-6 to Bowling Green. 
Sunday morning the entire cam­ 
pus was g lum and sormber. But 
by afternoon g irls in brig ht Capri 
pants talked and laug hed near 
their dormitories. Several male 
students were play ing basketball 
spiritedly on an outside court at 
the campus which is set ag ainst 
the Santa Lucia Mountains mid­ 
way between San Francisco and 
Los Ang eles.

^Tioev er wins the presidential contest on 
Nov 8. the United States is still going to 
be struggling with the problem of the Com­ 
munist challenge in Cuba 
There can be no doubt about it that Fidel 
Castro’s regime is heating up the Cuban 
cauldron to the boiling point and that this is 
being done for a calculated purpose 
It is a reasonable guess that the purpose 
is to Incite trouble between the United 
States and Cuba. It is also a reasonable guess 
that trouble might be the means of sav ing 
Castro’s regime from earlier extinction than 
awaits all political extremists in the long run 
The bearded dictator must be in de ^ r a te 
need by this time of something to take the 
minds of Cubans off the shortcomings of the 
Castro rev olutionists as adminktrators 
The problem for the United States is how 
to keep from doing what Castro wants it to 
do That’s why there was an explosion in the 
presidential campaign when Sen. Kennedy 
said he would giv e assistance to Castro’s 
opponents inside Ci*a.

In the meantime, an interesting reaction 


from the Kennedy v iewTsoint has been regis­ 


tered Adolf A, Berle Jr., who was assistant 


secretary of state for Latin American Affairs 


from 1938 to 19 44 and ambassador to Brazil 


from 19 45 to 19 46, has asserted that Kennedy 


is right and that the treaties which Berle 
helped to draw when he was with the Roose­ 
v elt administration giv e the United States the 
right to charge up San Juan hfll at will if 
an act of aggression is threatened. 
Mr Berle is one of the leading members 
of the New York Liberal party, a ^linter 
organization in New York City backing the 
Kennedy candid?.y. He has giv en his candi­ 
date what amounts to a semi-official opinion 
that interv ention in. Cuba would be proper, 
in direct rontradiction to the Eisenhower pol­ 
icy that interv ention in Cub» would be im­ 
proper unless an act of aggression has been 
committed. 
A v oter pondering a decision on Nov . 8 is 
left to wonder whether Adolf A 
Berle Jr. 
may be one of the half dozen or so Kennedy 
backers who would be considered for the

The New York Times has earned to much 
prestige its presidential endorswrwinti always 
loom extra-large In 19 52, its early and en­ 
thusiastic endorsement of Dwight Eisenhower 
« gnalired the beginning of the strong tide 
of normally Democratic support that aug­ 
mented his Republican v ictory. 
In its t a r dy endorsement of Sen Ken­ 
nedy, less than two wedis before Election 
Day in 19 60. The Times showed no enthusiasm 
It said. “We must state frankly that there 
is one aspect of the Democratic campaign 
which giv es us concern—the « juestion of fiscal 
policy . . . . The Democratic party’s plat­ 
form goes far beyond the Republican plat- 
Jo rm in making prwnises of large e ndin g . 
Yet it calls at this time for ‘no increase 
in present tax rates ’ This is not a reassuring 
pro6pect, since it inv olv es the hazards of 
infation . . . ” 
The New York Times also holds its nose 
ov er Sen, Kennedy's “roomentar>’ blunder 
suggesting interv ention In Cuba,” so its en­ 
dorsement this year has no ring of conv iction. 
Wfhat this great newspaper has done, in effect, 
is to take a Democrat in preference to a 
Republican, with strong reserv ations about 
Democratic prudence in money management 
and the candidate’s lack of discretion in pop­ 
ping off on a delicate issue of foreign policy.

v ote and still lose the election 
The joker to the electoral col­ 
lege 
Each state is allowed one elec­ 
toral v ote for each of its senators 
and representativ es in Congress 
The candidate who wins the popu­ 
lar v ote of the slate, no m atter 
what his majority, gets all t h e 
electoral v ote. 


THE SITUATION has producted 
what may be called "popular los­ 
ers ”

He came home an easy winner 
ov er Stev enson to 1 ^ yet the Re­ 
publicans fell 33 seats behind the 
Democrats in the House and two 
seats to the rear to the Senate.

But a close look at the 
language of the charter di^ te s 
this v iew. 
Thus Article 6 says: 
“A member of the United Na­ 
tions which has persistently v ioiai- 
ed the prindpks contained to the 
present charter may be expelled 
from the organization by the Gen­ 
eral Assembly upon the ,'ecommen- 
dation of the Security CouncU.” 
Also, Article 27 says: “Decisions 
of the Security CouncQ on pro­ 
cedural m atters shall be made by 
an affirmativ e v ote of sev en m « n- 
bers.” 
Certainly payment of dues and 
assessments 
to

gov ern­

About *125.000 disabled work ers 
under age 50 and their families are 
now eligible for social security dis* 
abUity insurance benefits, accord­ 
ing to William J. McCauley, dis­ 
trict manager of the Youngstown 
Social Security Office. 
Before recent changes in the 
law, only persons between 50 and 
65 could receiv e disability pay­ 
ments, McCauley said Those un­ 
der 50 cwtld hav e their earnings 
; records frozen, but could not col­ 
lect benefits. 
McCauley said today that most 
persons under 50 who had had 
their Social Security records froz­ 
en had been contacted by his office 
and steps tak en to start the pay­ 
ment of their benefits. 
“If you hav e had your Social 
Security record frozen, but hav e 
not yet receiv ed a letter ask ing 
you to get in touch with your So­ 
cial Security office, you should do 
so as soon as possible. If you are 
sev erely disabled, and work ed un- 
ider Social Security for at least 5 
out of the 10 years before you be­ 
came disabled, you should also con­ 
tact the office if you hav e not done 
so. Disability insurance , benefits 
may be payable to you,” he said. 
OASM9 60-1, a new leaflet ex­ 
plaining the recent changes in the 
Social Security Act, is av aUable 
at the Youngstown office.

While the wall is still wet, create 
a pattern by going ov er the paint 
with a sponge, whisk broom, comb 
or any other object to produce a 
design. There are rollers av aila­ 
ble that can be used to prov ide the 
pattern, if you prefer. 
This paint can be used on one 
wall without detracting from the 
room’s appearance, but it is not 
meant for woodwork or trim. 
Paint the trim the same color if 
possilile in a semi-gloss or flat 
paint. If the room is v ery large 
a dark er hue of the same color 
may be used. 
Because of the decorativ e as­ 
pects of texture paint it has spe­ 
cial appeal for women.

Warren Man, 50, Dies 
After Family Shooting 
WARREN. Ohio (AP)-William 
T. Jordan, 50, who shot and k illed 
his wife, wounded his daughter 
and then shot himself in the head, 
died Sunday in Trumbull Memorial 
Hospital. 
The shooting of his wife, Patri­ 
cia, 42, and daughter, Judy, 8, oc­ 
curred in the Jordan home Satur­ 
day.

NEW YORK — Home craftsmen 
often ov erlook the fact that the 
most important cost inv olv ed in 
their projects is not the price of 
the raw materials they use but ra­ 
ther the v alue of their own labor, 
the time they spend sawing, ham- 
TRering, glueing and painting. 
When one is work ing with mater­ 
ial that has a measurable life and 
has to be renewed periodically, 
such as paint, it is important to 
buy only the best quality one can 
afford so as to postpone repeating 
the job as long as possible. 
A paint is no better than the raw 
materials used in its manufacture 
and tiie scientific sk ill with which 
it is formulated. Since only high 
grade raw materials can produce 
top quality paint, and since the 
cost of the raw materials is the 
major cost to any paint manufac 
turer, it follows that a cheap paint 
cannot be a high quality paint. 
Modern paints are among the 
most complex chemical products 
manufactured today, and since the 
av erage do-it-yourselfer (or pro­ 
fessional painter, for that matter) 
is not an orgiric diemist, there 
is no way for hiiu to determine 
the quality of a paiM by look ing 
at it or ev en by studying the in­ 
gredients 
listed 
on 
the 
label. 
While the label may giv e the per­ 
centages of the ingredients used, 
it giv es no clue to the quality of 
the materials or the sk ills 
w i t h 
which they were cwnbined, or the 
controls utilized in the manufactur­ 
ing process to assure uniformity.

words, for his $9 , the consumer 
gets two gallons of $4.50 paint. 
This is fine, if he intended to buy 
paint of this quality. But if he 
buys in the belief he is getting 
the long-life, hiding power and col­ 
or retention of a $9 quality paint, 
he is being defrauded. 
Cheap paints, as compared with 
quality coatings, sirffer from at 
least three deficiencies; they do not 
retain their color brilliance, they 
do not hide as well and they do 
not last as long. What does this 
mean to the qonsumer? 
The poor color retention is the 
result of cheap pigments and ex­ 
tenders. In a relativ ely short time 
these colors will fade and the sur­ 
face will look drab and ugly and 
will hav e to be repainted years 
sooner than if high grade paint 
had been used. 
Poor hiding power means that 
it tak es more paint to cov er the 
old surface complrtely. But this 
does not mean that one applies 
merely twice as thick a coat in 
a single operation. Rather, when a 
paint with poor hiding power is 
used, more coats must be applied 
to get the desired result. 
T hus 
twice or three times the labor is 
im'olv ed. 
'The short life of such paints 
means, obv iously, that repainting 
wiU be necessary years sooner than 
the purchaser believ ed would be 
the case when he bought the "sale” 
paint.
